The third story 
was used as sleeping quarters and the 
fire spread so rapidly as to cut off the 
escape of the occupants. 
The theatre building was quickly 
consumed and the fire spread to ad­ 
joining structures. 
The Ironwood fire departm ent was 
called to the assistance of the Hurley 
firemen, and by the hardest work the 
town was saved from being wiped out. 
The loss on the theatre and other 
buildings burned will am ount to $17,- 
000.

The theatre building was quickly 
consumed and the fire spread to ad­ 
joining structures. 
The Ironwood fire department was 
called to the assistance of the Hurley 
firemen, and by the hardest work the 
town was saved from being wiped out.
